Kirby, extension plant 
pathologist, discussed the orchard 
disease situation and emphasized 
the importance of a fungicide spray 
especially on susceptible varieties 
such as Delicious, Stayrnan, Black 
Twig, and Rome some time during 
the month of July In order to pre­ 
vent sooty blotch and pin point 
scab Infection.

before 
picking to prevent brown rot and 
emergency sprays and dusts prior to 
picking should weather conditions 
warrant was also explained.

B u t th e m an w ho is determ ined to go th ro u g h a p a rtic u la r 
job eith er m akes th e necessary tools or else finds some way to get th em .

CLAIMS MANY MORE 
USES FOR INSULIN 


Toronto, July 12. — Insulin has 
many more uses than that of treat­ 
ment for diabetes, Dr. C. H Best. J 
professor of physiology at the Uni­ 
versity of Toronto and co-discover­ 
er of insulin, told the Canadian 
health association. 
“Tho stinging sensation which re­ 
sults from the application of insu­ 
lin in nondiabetic cases provides 
definite therapeutic value,” he said. 
"Cases of insanity where the pa­ 
tient refuses to eat also have been 
aided by small doses of insulin, for 
it stimulates hunger. 
Persons af­ 
flicted with anaesthesia have also 
been assisted to recovery.”
